November 16th 1996, is the centenary of the birth of 
Sir Oswald Mosley, a man who in my _ humble 
opinion, was the greatest Englishman ever born. 

I use the. description "Englishman" guardedly, as 
Mosley claimed some Scottish blood in his veins and 
almost always spoke of representing Britain and the 
British people. 
Born into a wealthy aristocratic family, Mosley had 
the unique gift of being truly "a man of the people”. 
He was equally at home in the drawing room of an 
elegant mansion, wining and dining with the 
aristocracy as he was drinking pints of bitter in an 
East End pub surrounded by manual labourers. 
Through his family connections Mosley could easily 
have spent his life in relative luxury, a gentleman 
farmer or a position in the city but, instead, his 
social conscience drew him into politics, swapping 
the excitement of the hunting field for that of the 
hustings. 

Mosley became the youngest MP in the house when 
he was elected as the Conservative member for 
Harrow, one of the safest Tory seats in the country 
but Mosley's restless spirit could not settle for a 
comfortable life in a safe Tory seat. 

A man of principle, Mosley voiced loudly his 
concerns that the Tories were not dealing fairly with 
the. working class who in that age of mass 
unemployment suffered severe deprivation. Mosley’s 
plans for improving their quality of life was rejected 
by the Tory hierarchy so he promptly abandoned his 
safe seat and joined the Labour party. 

After a period with the socialists, Mosley realised 
that they too were content to be a "party of the 
establishment" and had no real plans to improve the 
quality of life for the majority of Britons, so he 
resigned and formed his own party, the New 
Party. , 
This venture typified Mosley's spirit. If something 
was not right, not fair, then change it! 

Once hé had turned his back on. “establishment 
politics" he was never to return. Yet establishment 
politicians freely acknowledged and respected his 
talents. “By general consent Mosley could have 
become the leader of either the Conservative or the 
Labour Party” said the former Labour MP, Michael 
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Foot, in 1968. 

The New Party, The British Union of Fascists and 
British Union, all were created and discarded as 
Mosley searched for the ideal vehicle for the 
advancement of British interests. Refusing to stagnate 
like the the establishment parties, Mosley constantly 
moved with the times advocating policies in some 
cases, far ahead of his time but, behind each policy 
change, there was one consistent feature, Mosley's 
love of Britain and her people. 

In the thirties as war clouds gathered, Mosley 
advocated peace. So strong was his voice, that upon 
the outbreak of war Mosley was arrested and 
imprisoned by a vengeful government. 

Today, an ignorant media often describes Mosley's 
peace campaign as ‘being “pro-German". Even after 
fifty years they still fail to realise that Mosley was 
not “pro-German", but pro-British. He alone realised 
that war against Germany was not in the best interest 
of his beloved Britain and her island race. 

In hindsight, who now can disagree with this 
policy? 


It is my firm belief that we in Britain shall never 
again see the likes of Sir Oswald Mosley. He .was 
indeed unique. But he has left us his legacy, policies 
for the future as yet unachieved. A National Party of 
Europe, a truly united European Nation in which our 
native traditions and culture are protected in sacred 
trust. A European Nation based on brotherhood, a 
"family of Europe". 

"Nation Europa"! 

All that is needed now to achieve this aim is the 
spirit of Mosley to take us forward. 


"We have lit a flame that will never be extinguished. 
Guard that flame until it illuminates Britain and 
lights again the path for all mankind" 

"We care not whether we win tomorrow morning, or 
at the end of a lifetime of struggle but win we will 
because Britain demands it, and nothing can hold 
down the spirit of a Britain reborn"

MOSLEY, INFLUENCES IN HIS YOUTH. 


Sir Oswald Mosley was born on the 16th November 1896 in Shropshire the eldest of three brothers. By the age 
of five, his mother and father had separated and the young Mosley spent much of his childhood divided between 
his mother's home in Market Drayton and his paternal grandfather's grand house situated in 4000 acres of 


Staffordshire countryside. 


Mosley’s grandfather, also named Oswald, played a 
major part in his upbringing introducing the young 
Mosley to farming and field sports as well as 
cultivating a lifelong interest in boxing. Grandfather 
had been a successful amateur middleweight boxer in 
his youth and Mosley's father had reached the semi- 
finals of the ABA championships as a featherweight. 
Certainly many of the moves learned in the boxing 
ring as a youth would prove invaluable later as an 
adult at the more robust public meetings he would 
address during election campaigns. 

Sir Oswald's family were genuine aristocrats, the 
male lineage tracable back to one, Ernald de Moseley, 
who was a Lord under King John in the 13th 
Century. 

Leadership seemed to be a prominent feature of the 
family. One ancestor raised a fleet of his own ships 
and went to fight the Spaniards, for which the family 
were awarded a family crest and motto, “Our Custom 
Is Above The Law” by a grateful Queen Elizabeth 
the first. Political leadership was also a family trait. 
Another ancestor, Sir Nicholas Mosley, became Lord 
Mayor of London in 1599. 


THE MOSLEY FAMILY COAT OF ARMS. 


The young Mosley was educated at Winchester, one of 
Britain's foremost public schools, and one which 
strongly encouraged sporting activities. Mosley 
specialised in boxing and fencing and was so 
proficient in the latter, he was for many years a 
member of Britain's international team whose final 
appearance for his country was in the 1937 world 
championships held in Paris. 

From Winchester, Mosley went on to Sandhurst, with 
a view to a military career but his formal military 


education was curtailed by the outbreak of war in 
1914. At the start of the war, Mosley joined the 
16th Lancers, a cavalry regiment which at that time 
was being held in reserve.. Impatient for action 


Mosley abandoned his Army commission and applied 
to join the newly formed Royal Flying Corps. 
Shortly after his 18th birthday Mosley took to the air 
with No. 6. squadron as an  observer/navigator. 
Action was soon to come and Mosley took part in 
various actions on the French-Belgian border 
including the infamous second battle of Ypres. His 
flying career came to an abrupt halt when shortly 
after qualifying as a pilot he was injured in an air 
crash. Whilst convalescing Mosley learned that his 
old Lancer regiment had suffered severe losses at the 
front and were desperately short of officers. As soon 
as he was fit, Sir Oswald rejoined the 16th Lancers 
and in the Autumn of 1915 found himself back in 
France, this time in the trenches. ; 


Enduring deprivation and hardships with his men in 
the trenches had a profound effect on Mosley. He 
would often state after the war, that this experience 
gave him the most valued lesson of his life... 
Comradeship! 


Indeed, for the rest of his life the comradeship of the 
trenches would never be forgotten. 

Towards the end of 1916, Mosley was once again sent 
back to Britain, as his old injury, combined with the 
effects of living in a soaking wet trench for months at 
a time, very nearly cost him his leg. A series of 
operations followed and, although the surgeon managed 
to save the leg, it was left an inch and a half 
shorter. This prevented Mosley from returning to 
active service and he spent the rest of the war on 
administration duties. 

The war of European brothers, the needless slaughter 
of over 1 million Britons, would never be forgotten 
by Mosley who said-later that it was this experience 
that prompted him to go into politics. In his own 
words... "that war must never happen again, we must 
build a better land for our companions who still 
lived, we must conceive a nobler world in memory of 
those who died. We failed once, but that purpose 
remains and will endure to the end". 


ENTRY INTO POLITICS. 


Mosley was a product of the war generation that experienced the greatest waste of human life and talent in this 
century. In 1914 he was commissioned into the elite 16th Lancers cavalry regiment but was soon after to 
volunteer as an observer with the Royal Flying Corps, being shot at from the ground with little defence. He 
trained for his flying licence in 1915 but soon after sustained a serious leg injury in a flying accident. He 
walked with a noticeable limp for the rest of his life, the phlebitis that contributed to his untimely death in 
1980 was a product of that accident. Returning to the trenches prematurely he was back in the mud and water 
that aggravated his injury, almost sustaining amputation. The horrors he witnessed and the physical pain he 
suffered personally gave him a mission he never lost sight of. It was natural he would turn to politics when that 


war Was Over.

He entered Parliament at the age of 22, the youngest 
in the house. During eleven years of parliamentary 
activity he developed those great skills for debate and 
oratory for which he was to become famous. He 
always said that Parliament invented him in the 
sense that it gave him the opportunity to organise 
his political views through several controversial 
episodes in his parliamentary career. He had entered 
Parliament as a Coalition Unionist, part of the 
coalition headed by Lloyd George, with the young ex- 
soldier's idealism of building "-a land fit for heroes”. 
It was not long before Mosley came up against the 
"hard-faced men” who had benefited from the war by 
profiteering and various “business” ventures. Most of 
these, naturally, were the Conservative members of 
the coalition who had supported the Liberal leader, 
Lloyd George, during the war. They repelled the 
young Mosley who, like many of his generation, was 
fired with progressive zeal and a strong desire for 
action. 


The first significant episode that brought Mosley to 
prominence and in conflict with the coalition 
government occurred in 1920. Sinn Fein and Michael 
Collins I.R.A. had attempted to set up their own 
government in Ireland much to the annoyance of the 
Conservatives, who badgered Lloyd George into armed 
conflict against the rebels. Their policy was to fight 
terror with terror by using seasoned ex-servicemen 
trained in guerrilla tactics. These were the Black and 
Tans, soon to become part of the Irish Catholic’s 
lexicon of hate, along with Cromwell and Carson. 
Mosley felt no antipathy towards these men who had 
previously fought gallantly in the trenches (they were 
wrongly smeared as being the dregs of His Majesty's 
prisons) but he could see they were to be used by 
the same “hard-faced men" in a fashion that would 
bring dishonour on Britain. Mosley spoke out against 
the methods employed, the murder of women and 
children, and the gratuitous destruction of towns and 
villages. The Government attempted to wriggle out of 
responsibility but Mosley's attacks were relentless. 
The policy of “reprisal” was unacceptable to an ex- 
soldier who believed in honourable warfare. Thanks 
to his efforts, Mosley's stand forced: Lloyd George to 
make a truce with a peace treaty setting up the-Irish 
Free State within the Empire. The Irish Nationalist 
leader, T.P. O'Connor, wrote of Mosley, "I regard him 
as the man who really began the break-up of the 
Black and Tan savagery”.

......-FROM TRENCHES TO WESTMINSTER. 


In Parliament, Mosley broke away completely from 
the Conservative/Liberal coalition, functioning more or 
less. as an independent. In early 1924, Mosley joined 
the Labour Party, effectively crossing the floor of the 
House. Why had Mosley not done this years ago 
because his natural adversaries had nearly always 
been the Conservatives? The answer is probably the 
distain of his background for dogmatic class-warfare 
for, throughout his life, he had no time for such 
things as class distinction. This was later evident in 
the Blackshirt movement. 


Mosley's talents were recognised and appreciated by 
the leadership of the Labour Party, the party of 
Ramsay MacDonald. It was in the Labour Party that 
Mosley began the formulation of economic policies 
that were to propel him into high office, being given 
responsibility for that most burning issue, 
unemployment. 


Mosley had rejected nineteenth century laissez-faire 
economics (referred to today as “free-market 
economics"). He viewed this out-dated dogma as being 
responsible for mass unemployment and all the 
poverty that goes with it, being genuinely moved by 
the plight of the victims of this dogma. In a sense, 
Mosley was the archetypal modern technocrat .... he 
wanted to make things work. Above all, he wanted to 
solve the social and economic problems that had 
blighted Britain since 1918. He went against the old 
orthodoxy and declared that Government should take 
control, much to the horror of those who worried 
about “liberty”. 


Mosley's simple analysis of unemployment and _ its 
causes was that poverty denied people's purchasing 
power that could create demand for goods 
manufactured in industry. The reason for poverty was 
unemployment a vicious circle perpetuated by a 
reluctance to intervene. One of his answers was to 
take control of the banks in order to inject money 
into those sections of the community who mosi lacked 
purchasing power. The new demand would create 
industries and, of course, more employment. He 
believed in taking away the power of the financier 
and speculator, and giving it to Government in order 
to put it in the hands of the poor. With a policy of 
controlling credit, the Government could create the 
demand which would eradicate unemployment and 
poverty. It was a simple formula but it was-a policy 
that required extensive state intervention ..... which, 
to some, smacked of dictatorship.

In 1929, Mosley was made Chancellor of the Duchy 
of Lancaster, a position in MacDonald's new Labour 
tackle the 
unemployment problem. His immediate superior was a 
buffoon called J.H. Thomas who'never displayed any 
interest in radical ideas. Again, Mosley put forward 
his proposals for stale intervention in the form of a 
memorandum. He bypassed the ineffectual Thomas and 
presented it to MacDonald. The events following the 
presentation of his proposals gave Mosley the clearest 
insight into the very nature of parliamentary politics. 
To the leaders of the Labour Party, these proposals 
were too socialistic the party did not have the 
will to govern ‘effectively which means intervening 
when necessary. On May 20th, 1930, Mosley handed 
in his resignation to MacDonald and took his fight to 
the people.

THE NEW PARTY 


Following the bitter disappointment of his experiences within the parties of the establishment and the discovery 
that neither Conservatism nor Socialism had any real answers to the problems of Britain and her people, Mosley, 
on the Ist of March 1931, launched his own political party, "The New Party" 


Four Labour MP's: joined Mosley in this new venture 
but the launch day was a complete disaster. 

The inauguration. meeting, which had been widely 
advertised, was to be addressed by two'of the most 
experienced and effective speakers in the country, 
Sir Oswald Mosley, and the former Labour MP, W.J. 
Brown. On the eve of the meeting Sir Oswald was 


taken ill with pneumonia and pleurisy and ordered to — 


bed. It was hurriedly decided that the meeting would 
continue with Brown as the main speaker, assisted by 
Sir Oswald's wife, Lady Cynthia and another former 
Labour MP and writer, John Strachey. 

Mosley then received the message that Brown had 
decided not to speak and would probably be leaving 
the fledgling party as he had been threaten by his 
employers, a prominent trade union, that he would be 
dismissed -if he spoke. Mosley went by _ private 
ambulance to Brown's house and was carried into the 
living-room on a_ stretcher. Brown was told by 


Mosley that if he was sacked from his job then Lord | 


Nuffield, a rich supporter, would guarantee Brown's 
salary out of his own pocket for several years. 

Still Brown refused to go on. . 

Lady Cynthia, and John Strachey took the opening 
meeting, and continued to address meetings throughout 
the country whilst Mosley convalesced. 

The New Party contested its first by-election in 
Ashton-under-Lyne just a few weeks after its 
formation and polled a credible 4,500 votes, splitting 
the Labour vote and allowing the Conservatives to 
capture the former Labour seat. 

The extreme-left wing of the Labour Party correctly 
blamed the New Party for the loss of the seat and 
from then on they and their communist fellow 
travellers violently attacked the New Party at every 
opportunity. . 

A new breed of men were recruited into the party, 
men who would be willing to physically fight for 
their beliefs. Men such as Ted "Kid" Lewis, a Jew 
from Whitechapel, East London, who was the former 
welter-weight boxing champion of the world. Lewis 
stood as the New Party candidate for Whitechapel in 
the 1931 General Election. This change of tactics 
upset Mosley's former Labour _ colleagues who 
abandoned the New Party just before the General 
Election.

Red violence blighted New Party public meetings. 


In that election of 1931, the New Party fielded just 
22 candidates. At every public meeting they faced a 
storm of organised violence a tactic which was 
successful in preventing the New Party candidates 
from putting their policies to the public. The result 


‘was a foregone conclusion, all 22 candidates were 


defeated. This was effectively the end of the New 
Party experiment, beaten not by political debate, but 
organised violence. 

Mosley summed up the experiment with — these 


immortal words.. 


"Better the great adventure, better the great attempt 
for England's sake, better defeat, disaster, better far 
the end of that trivial thing called a political career, 
than stifling in a uniform of blue and gold, strutting 


‘and posturing on the stage of little England, amid the 


scenery of decadence, until history, in turning over 
an heroic page of the human story, writes of us the 
contemptuous postscript: "These were the men to 


_ whom was entrusted the Empire of Great Britain, and 


whose idleness, ignorance and cowardice left it a 
Spain". We shall win; or at least we shall return 
upon our shields".

THE BRITISH UNION OF FASCISTS 


History in the making. Great George Street, London. October _1st_1932. Mosley raises the Fascist banner _to 
launch his "Movement of National Renaissance", the BRITISH UNION OF FASCISTS. 


Following the demise of the New Party, Mosley was even more determined to bring about in Britain a National 
Renaissance, "the will to live and to live greatly". In examining the reasons behind the failure of the New Party 
Mosley looked abroad for answers. In both Italy and Germany he found two countries that had suffered mass- 
unemployment, economic decline and mass suffering amongst the ordinary people. He also saw that movements of 
National Renaissance in the entirely different forms, suited to the countries in which they occurred had in one 
case already gained power,Italy, and in the other, Germany, was clearly about to win power. Mosley also noticed 
that with the emergence of these movements the response from the communists had been the same as he had met 
with the New Party, not reasoned argument but organised violence. He also realised that any new movement 
would need to have discipline and the means to defend themselves physically before they could successfully put 
their policies to the British people. 

The new parties of National Renaissance emerging in Italy, Germany and many other parts of Europe were being 
broadly described as Fascists, and so it was on the Ist of October 1932, in a small office in Great George 
Street, London, thirty-two members formed the British Union of Fascists. 


The BUF adopted the "Fasces" symbol of a bound 
bundle of sticks, representing strength and unity and easily identifiable and chose a blackshirt as the 


Mosley reasoned that a disciplined force must be 


the axe of authority. The symbol had been first used 
in the time of the Roman Empire. Mosley regarded 
the British Empire as now being the rightful 
custodian of the tradition of civilisation and progress 
first established in Imperial Rome. 


uniform of his new movement. In his autobiography, 
"My Life” Mosley explains the reason for choosing 
black as the uniform colour as being two-fold. Not 
only was it the opposite to "red" but, blackshirts 
were cheap and plentiful, an important feature as 
members were expected to buy their own! 


THE BLACKSHIRT 


Mosley had no illusions as to the reaction of the establishment to his new organisation. At the outset, Mosley 
warned his supporters of the violence they would face... 


"We ask those who join us to march with us in a great and hazardous adventure. We ask them to be prepared 
to sacrifice all, but to do so for no small and unworthy ends. We ask them to dedicate their lives to building in 
this country a movement of the modern age, which by its British expression shall transcend, as often before in 
our history, every precursor of the Continent in conception and in constructive achievement. We ask them to re- 
write the greatest pages of British history by finding for the spirit of their age its highest mission in these 
islands. Neither to our friends nor to the country do we make any promises; not without struggle and ordeal 
will the future be won. Those who march with us will certainly face abuse, misunderstanding, bitter animosity, 
and possibly the ferocity of struggle and danger. In return, we can only offer to them the deep belief that they 
are fighting that a great Jand may live". 


The backbone of the new movement was made up of movement had expanded from 32 members to an 


ex-servicemen. Men who had learned their combat 
skills in the, trenches of France and Flanders, men 
who would not wince at the sight of drawn blood, 
nor would hesitate to draw it from the enemy. 

With the slogan, "We never start fights, we only 
finish them" Mosley and his brother Blackshirts 
moved forward into the battle for Britain. 

From its inception, the BUF became a _ political 
phenomenon. A movement of action, a movement of 
the streets. Within an astonishing short time the 


estimated 70,000, organised into over 400 branches. 
Mosley took his message of National Renaissance to 
all parts of the country. In the cotton towns of 
Lancashire the Blackshirts campaigned against the 
cheap foreign imports that were destroying British 
jobs, to small villages in Essex and East Anglia 
where they supported British agriculture and opposed 
the church "tithe tax”. 


BROTHERHOOD 


Mosley was quick ‘to praise his supporters, giving 
them full credit for the movements amazing growth. 


"from nothing, with our bare hands. Not money, but 
human flesh and blood and the undaunted spirit of 
our young manhood ... Those who joined us came to 
give and not to take, for we had nothing to give 
them... we had nothing to offer to anyone but the call 


to sacrifice”. 


By 1934 the movement even attracted support from 
prominent sections of the British press. The Daily 
Mail of January 8th 1934 carried the headline, 
"Hurrah for the Blackshirts”. 


In March, Mosley addressed an indoor rally in 
London's Albert Hall. He told the 8000 strong 
audience ... 


" Hold high the head of Britain; lift strong the voice 
of Empire. Let us to Europe and the world proclaim 
that the heart of this great people is undaunted and 
invincible. This flag still challenges the winds of 
destiny. This flame still burns. This glory shall not 
die. The soul of Empire is alive, and Britain again 
dares to be great".

On the 7th of June Mosley held an indoor rally at 
Olympia which attracted 15,000 people. The 
communists infiltrated the meeting and with razors 
and knuckledusters tried to disrupt the event. Many 
reds were to regret their bravado as their attempted 
protests dealt with unsympathetically by 
highly disciplined Blackshirt stewards.

Early in 1935, press baron, Lord 
Rothermere, owner of the Daily Mail, suddenly 
withdrew his support. This mysterious decision was 
only explained in 1963 when Randolf Churchill 
revealed "the Daily Mail abandoned the support of Sir 
Oswald Mosley in the thirties under the pressure of 
Jewish advertisers". With the media under pressure 
their advertisers 
Mosley support for the BUF declined. It was for this 
reason that the BUF decided to abstain from the 1935 
general election. To this day, the wisdom or folly of

The facts surrounding Sunday the 4th of October 1936 have often been disregarded by the media and the 
extreme left, who have built a myth around the "Battle of Cable Street” and. its implications for the BUF and its

The Communists and Socialists, fearful of increasing 
BUF support in East London, organised a national 
demonstration, officially to protest against the BUF 
but their real agenda included violent attacks on the 
police.

MOSLEY FIGHTS FOR PEACE 


The horror of the trenches and the tragic waste of young lives that Mosley and many of his supporters had 
witnessed first hand during the War of 1914-18 made British Union determined that Britain should never again 
be involved in warfare unless it was solely in British interests. 


Mosley had made his opposition to war very clear 
when during the Spanish Civil War he commented 
that “the whole of Spain was not worth one drop of 
British blood" 

But in Britain in 1939, there were powerful forces of 
both left and right who for reasons of their own were 
busily working to drag Britain into a war with 
Germany. Mosley and British Union mounted a peace 
campaign based on_ the "Mind Britain's 
Business". 

On May-Day, Sunday May 7th 1939, some 20,000 
marchers’ followed Mosley from the _ Victoria 
Embankment to Ridley Road, Dalston under the 
banner, “Wake Up Britain ... Stop War" . At the 
rally following the march Mosley told the audience, 
"today, British Union marches alone in the cause of 
people and peace ... Alone it challenges all the forces 
that strive to bring a world war".

On July 16th 1939, Mosley held the largest ever 
indoor political rally to be held in Britain, under the 
slogan, “BRITAIN FIRST!

The venue was London's, Earls Court Exhibition Hall,

an indoor arena larger even than New York's Madison 
Square Gardens. 

Despite a press boycott, a staggering 30,000 people 
packed into the hall to hear Mosley's message of 
peace. 


"Fellow Britons, tonight the British people are here, 
telling Parliament, telling Parties, telling Government 
something it is time they should hear ... This, the 
greatest gathering of the English under one_ roof 
assembled, tells Government and tells the Parties: "At 
last we have had enough" Before you drag a 
million Englishmen to doom, we of British Union will 
sweep you by the declared will of the British people 
from the seats of power that you disgrace ... we will 
make peace with Germany and all the great nations" 
After a speech lasting for almost two hours in which 
Mosley never consulted notes, he concluded with this 
message ... 

"To the dead heroes of England, in sacred union, we 
say: Like you, we give ourselves to England, across 
the ages that divide us, across the glories of Britain 
that unite us, we gaze into your eyes and we give to 
you this holy vow: We will be true, Today, 


Tomorrow and forever ... England Lives! 


July 16th 1939. 30,000 people pack Earls Court to 
hear Mosley's demands for peace. 


Despite Mosley's message for peace and despite the 
will of the people, those powerful men with a vested 
interest in a war with Germany had their way. 
Within six weeks or so of the Earls Court Peace 
Rally, Britain had declared war on Germany and 
condemned almost an entire generation of Europeans 
to death. 

If only they had listened! 


AS BLACKSHIRTS DIE FOR BRITAIN... 


THE GOVERNMENT TAKES IT'S REVENGE. 


Despite the efforts of Mosley and British Union, war against Germany was declared on September 3rd 1939. On 


receiving news of the declaration of war Mosley issued this statement to all British Union members ... 


"To our 


members my message is plain and clear. Our country is involved in war. Therefore I ask you to do nothing to 
injure our country, or to help any other power. Our members should do what the law requires of them, and if 
they are members of any of the forces or services of the Crown, they should obey their orders and, in every 


particular, obey the rules of their service". 


Many members of British Union were already serving 
in the armed forces and in fact on the first British 
casualty list of the war, No 1: Aircraftsman G.T. 
Brocking, and No 6: Aircraftsman K.G. Day, were 
killed in action on the second day of the war, 
September 4th 1939. Both of these brave young men 


were Blackshirts! 


Despite this obvious show of loyalty to King and 
country, sacrificing all in a war that they did not 
believe in, the government on the 23rd of May 1940 
invoked the now infamous Crown Defence Regulation 
18B, and imprisoned Sir Oswald Mosley, along with 
several senior members of British Union, on _ the 
grounds that in the event of an enemy landing the 
Blackshirts might be disloyal! 

Mosley, a wounded ex-serviceman from the 1914-18 
war, Sir Barry Domville, the former head of Naval 
Intelligence, war hero, Air Commodore Oddie and 800 
patriotic members of British Union were arrested on 
they might be disloyal!

It must be noted that none of those arrested were 
ever charged with any offence and none ever faced 
trial. 

The move was a blatant piece of revenge by the 
cowardly Socialist Home Secretary, Herbert Morrison, 
on orders from the financiers and bankers whose 
existence had been threatened by Mosley and his 
policies. 

Mosley was taken to Brixton prison and, six weeks 
later, his wife Lady Diana Mosley was also arrested 
and taken to Holloway womens prison. 

Ordinary members were incarcerated in makeshift 
concentration camps such as the one at Ascot 
racecourse, York racecourse and Peverill camp on the 
Isle of Man. Six hundred and forty-nine Blackshirts 
were imprisoned in a near-derelict wing of Walton 
Jail, where conditions shocked even those Blackshirts 
who had served in the muddy trenches of Flanders 
and the Somme. 

Even more sinister was the decision to send selected 


British -Union members to Latchmere House, a 
government interogation centre near Richmond, 


Surrey, which was staffed by MIS5 officers who 
specialised in psychological torture techniques. 


Such was the determination of certain elements in the 
government to smear the Blackshirts as traitors. They 
even went to the extraordinary steps of arresting two 
men, both British Union members as they returned in 
their boat from Dunkirk in May 1940, having risked 
their lives attempting to evacuate British troops from 
the beaches.

"Race is the first reality of European Union. The rest 
is mostly words, like the old League of Nations. This 


unique stock of men in Europe has in fact produced . 


the culture, the values and the achievement of the 
West. This race, in their family of Europe, have 
produced most things that matter on this globe. This 
achievement has been the result of their character 
which In turn was the result of their race. Horses go 
further and faster than donkeys, because they are 
horses and not donkeys. We cannot avoid the basic 
facts of nature, even if we would. Nor can we drown 
them beneath a verbiage of words. If we are to build 
surely we must build on real foundations, and know 
what we do. 


Therefore I affirm the fact that the first reality and 
rock foundation of European Union is race. That is 
what I. meant by the idea of kinship, which was 
stated in my essay "The Extension of Patriotism" in 
1946. 


Who are our nearest kindred? The answer 1s the 
German people. The British and the Germans are the 
most Closely related of all European peoples. The 
Northern French also belong to this close circle of 
race or family and were united with the Germans 
under Charlemagne. Near in blood to us and_ the 
Germans are the whole Northern block of Sweden, 
Norway and Denmark. A related stock is also the 
great family of the Latin nations, whose culture has 
adorned the illuminated pages otf European history.

In the thirties, Mosley saw the Empire and 
Dominions as the potential self-sufficient economic 
area which could regulate its own affairs free from 
international competition. In the post-war era he 
explained that the Empire has gone and the only 
alternative is Europe. But Europe as an extension of 
patriotism, reaching out and sharing and preserving 


the great diversity of our peoples cultures. 


In declaring Europe a Nation, Mosley’ had made it 
clear that "we had gone beyond Fascism and the old 
style Democracy He believed the art of politics 
was to synthesise, to reconcile apparent opposites. 
With its emphasis on action, Fascism could "ride 
roughshod over civil liberties", even though it was 
essentially rational and humane. 


The old parliamentary democracy, on the other hand, 
could degenerate to a mere “talking shop" where 
nothing ever gets done. Fascism was also too ultra- 
nationalistic pursuing its own imperialistic 
ambitions. 

Within Europe a Nation the spirit of co-operation left 
no place for the imperial drive ... there could- only 


be reconciliation among the European people. 


A European government would be elected on the 
principle of universal suffrage. In his system of 
discussion and action, offered another 
synthesis ... that of the Executive given the power to 
act on the premise that all things should be 
discussed. This was a considerable development from 
the pre-war ideas and vindicated Mosley as not only 
the “Euro-guru" but the original Philosopher/Prophet 
of a Europe as yet unformed.
